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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is response to Pre-Brief appeal decision on 07/20/2007. 

2. Previous Final office action was mail on 01/10/2007 is vacated due to the Pre- 
Brief appeal decision On 07/20/2007, However, the office re-instate Final in this instant 
office action base on the Remarks and amendment file on 1 1/03/2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claimsl, 2 4-14, 16-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Richman (US 2004/0266363 A1). 

Consider claims 1,13 and 25. Richman teaches a method for wireless 
communication between an integrated circuit device and a monitoring station, said 
method comprising the steps of: 

transmitting a wireless signal from said integrated circuit device to said 
monitoring station using an antenna associated with said integrated circuit device 
(Paragraphs[0006], [0012], Fig. 2, Illustrate IC device 101 transmitting wireless signal 
140 to IC device 102 using antenna 110-12); wherein said antenna is a pin on said 
integrated circuit device (see claim 3 teach antenna is a pin) . 
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Consider claims 2 and 14. Richman teaches the method of claim 1 , wherein said 
antenna is incorporated in said integrated circuit device (see claim 2). 

Consider claims 4 and 16. Richman teaches the method of claim 2, wherein at 
antenna is printed on said integrated circuit device (see claim 4). 

Consider claims 5 and 17. Richman teaches the method of claim 1 , wherein said 
signal is transmitted in accordance with an 802.11 wireless standard (see claim 11). 

Consider claims 6 and 18. Richman teaches the method of claim 1 , wherein said 
signal is transmitted in accordance with an ultra wide band wireless standard (see claim 
12). 

Consider claims 7 and 19. Richman teaches the method of claim 1 , wherein said 
signal is transmitted in accordance with a Bluetooth standard (see claim 13). 

Consider claims 8 and 20. Richman teaches the method of claim 1 , wherein said 
monitoring station is testing said integrated circuit device (Paragraph [0012]). 

Consider claims 9 and 21. Richman teaches the method of claim 1 , wherein said 
monitoring station is debugging said integrated circuit device (Paragraph [0012-0013]). 
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Consider claims 10 and 22. Richman teaches the method of claim 1, wherein 
said monitoring station is evaluating said integrated circuit device (Paragraph [0012- 
0013]). 

Consider claims 11 and 23. Richman teaches the method of claim 1 , wherein 
said signal is a test command (Paragraphs [0014-0015]). 

Consider claims 12 and 24. Richman teaches the method of claim 1, wherein 
said signal is a memory pattern to be applied to a memory area on said integrated 
circuit device (Paragraphs [0014-0015).
